A New Breed of Cattle. 
All roads led to Rome in olden 
days, but not less surely do all 
breeds of cattle gravitate naturally 


to the United States. The beef is 


none too good for a people that are 
satisfied with no less than the 
world for their market, and never 
own anything forty-eight hours 
without seeking some way to im- 
prove on it. Nowa Yankee farmer 
at Chicoper, Mass., has become dis- 
satisfied with the Jerseys, Alder- 


ported a Normandy bull and two 
heifers, the first of their kind ever 
brought to this country. Consta- 


He was dropped the twentieth day 
of April, 1886, sired by Dagobert 
13, dam La Conette 61. These cat- 
tle, especially the bull, are quite 
similar to the Herefords in appear- 
ance, having the white face and 
brisket but with rather more white 


on the body. The distinctive char- 
acter of the Normandy breed is 
an unprepossessing bony frame, 
long and heavy head, large snout 
a large mouth, such as is found in 
animals of large appetite; sleek 
horns, often short and twisted for- 
ward towards the forehead; body 
long, backbone presenting bony 
protuberance and depressions in 
the cows advanced age; neck rela- 
tively strong; shoulders. muscular; 
breast rather deep,often contracted; 
belly large; flank large and hollow; 
hips ordinarily slightly spread by 
corpulence; croup small; rump 


slightly developed; hind part nar- 
row, Sut with well developed and | 
well-formed bag, and ordinarily | 
the signs of goods milking; limbs 
short; skin thick and hard, showing 
signs of slow growth; coat variable 
as to color, brown, roan and red or 
piebald; never fails to present 
brown streaks scattered over the 
surface of the body. This has 
given rise to the term “brindled.” 

This breed is claimed to be the 
first milking race in the world, ard | 
it is beyond question that their 
milking qualities are admirable. 
Consul Chas. P. Williams says: 
“We met with cases all over Nor- 
mandy of cattle known to produce 
35 quarts of milk in 24 hours, and 
on. | they have been known to produce 
50 quarts. The average yield of 
milk is about 3,000 quarts per year.” 
He adds that the Contentine strain 
of the Norman breed is a great 
butter as well asa milk cow, The 
Normandy breed furnished many 
of the largest beef animals for the 
Paris market. “ The meat is highly 
esteemed for its quality, though 
there is a strikingly small propor- 
tion of net meat to bone. Many 
attempts have been made to over- 
come this difficulty without inter- 
fering with the extraordinary 
milking qualities of the breed, put 
very indifferent success, and the 
Normandy breeders rest content 


with the oxen which they have,

THE ASSESSOR SUSTAINED. 
An Opinion Which Will be of In- 
terest to Stockmen. 

Assessor Stoddard has received a 
communication signed by a num- 
ber of prominent stockmen and 
landholders residing aud operating 
in that portion of this county for- 
merly known as Roop, objecting to

the manner in which be had as- 


sessed lands possessed by them. In 
objection they 
claimed that he has no right to tax 
lands which bave been applied for 
or con! racted, but for which no pat- 


| ent has been issued; also, that if it 


were table, it couid oaly be taxed 
for the amount paid upon it — 
twenty-five centsan acre. The As- 
sessor is, and was, of a different 
opinion, holding that the purchase 
price cut no figure in the assessing 
of land, but that the market value 
should be the basis for ihe 
assessment. Desirons of having the 
matter definitely determined as 
well as to satisfy himself aud the 
stockmen of the legality of the po- 
sition assumed by bim, the Assessor 
submitted the question at issue to 
Attorney-General Alexander. That 
official sustained the Assessor, as 
the following letter will show: 

OFFICE OF ATTORNEY GENERAL, 

CARSON City, March 10, 1888. k 

Charles H. Stoddard, Assessor 
Washoe County, Nevada —S1IR:—Yours 
received. You ask: Has the State 
and county a right to tax lands that 
have been applied for, or contracted, 
for which no patent has been issued?“ 

Yes. All property of every kind, 
nature and description, both real and 
personal, with specified exceptions, is 
to be taxed. 

Even as to public United States lands 
the oceupant’s possession and im- 
provemenis are to be valued and taxed 
as other property. (People vs. Shearer, 
30 Cal., 661, P. ople vs. Black, People 
vs. Diamond C. M. Co., 37 Cal., 54.) 
If a party is entitled to enter govern- 
ment jand, the Receiver gives him a 


| certificate of entry setting out the facis, 


by means of which, in due time, he re- 
ceives a patent. The contract of 
parchass is complete when the certifi- 
cate of entry is executed and delivered 
and the land ceases to be a part of the 
public domain. To deny right of tax- 
ation until patent is issued would bea 
hardship on the State.“ (United States 
Sup. Ct. in Witherspoon vs. Duncan, 
4 Wali, 218.) This case is in accord 
with Carroll vs. Safford, 3 How. (U. 8.) 
441, U. P. R. R. Co. vs. Prescott, 16 
Wall, 193, and cited in Vau Brocklin 
vs. Tennessee, 117 U. S., 169. 

Our statutes relating to subject of 
your: question are substantially like 
those of California. (See Pol. Code, 
Cal. 3,617, 3,659, Cal. Stats., 1867-8, p. 
720, and compare Gen, Laws Nevada, 
Sec. 1,081, 331, Stats. 1887, p 112.) 

. The applicant secures a valuable pre- 
cedence, interest in, claim te, or right 
of possession of property which will 
in due time ripen into patent or return 
his money. The money would be tax- 
able, why shouldn’t its equivalent be 


als 

Ihe definition of Property“ subject 
to taxation, in the Constitution and 
statutes, is broad enough to include 
the possessory right and imperfect in- 
.terest, acquired by a purchaser from 
the State prior to payment of the pur- 
chase money, or patent, and the Siate 
is pot estopped from assessing the 
same. (People vs. Donnelly, 58 Cal., 
44 


Such right or interest has a sub- 
stantial salable, and often great value, 
and should be estimated upon the same 
principle as governs valuation of other 
property. (People vs. Shearer, 30 Cal., 
661, and State vs. C. P. R. R. Co., 10 
Nev., 63-4, aud see Wright vs. Cradle- 
oaugh, 3 Nev.) Mandamus would be 
to enforce assessment. 

Other authorities are to the same 
effect, but those referred to will, I be- 
lieve, prove safficient for your informa- 
tion and guidance.

other. There is harily enough 
usiness for two and one must go 
to the wall. 

The W. S. L. S. gave a very in- 
teresting exercise last Friday. It 
was well attended aud deserves 
mention. ‘These exebitions en- 
courage pupils and call out the 
parents. 

We have enjoyed the sunshine 
for three weeks, the thermometer 
ranges from 60 degrees to 70 de- 
grees. The effect is to be seen in 
Herman’s fields, as the alfalfa is 
veeking out but seems, reluctant to 
make a good start. 

Strenuous efforts are being made 
towards securing sufficient funds 
for the proposed new church.

WANTON DESTRUCTION OF TROUT, 


The Piutes line the river banks at 
shallow places to spear the spawn- 
ing trout. It seems like a beastiy 
shame to see between one and two 
hundred Indians engaged in this 
work, and know that three or four 
tons of fish are captured in this 
way. Wherever a shallow, sandy 
bar affords a *pawning-ground, you 
can find Jim aud his ugly weapon. 
There is sumethiug wrong with the 
present fish law. It should be so re- 
vised to do away with this whole- 
sale slaughter, for you cannut eall it 
anything else. After depositing 
her eggs the female keeps the male 
company while he rubs the eggs lu- 
to the sand. In order to do this he 
lunges against the spot and rubs 
with his side or back. The female 
is stationary between these tw» 
lunges and it does not require much 
scie ce to plunge a spear into her 
at this time or into the male wheu 
ue rubs. No wonder our fishermen 
say the law is faulty and that ignor- 
ance of the matter allowed its pass- 
age. 

CHANGES IN PYRAMID LAKE. 

The surface of Pyramid Lake is 
gradually lowering, while there 
seems to be a corresponding rise in 
the waters of Winnemucca or Mud 
Lake. Some stockmen and va- 
queros say that the change becomes 
very evident as they ride along the 
shores of Pyramid and see bluffs 
where a decade ago there was a gen- 
tle slope, etc. Many say they can 
notice the change in the rock which 
gives this lake its name. At Mc- 
Cormack’s place, near the mouth of 
Mud Lake slough, a person could 
easily ford twelve years ago, whereas 
now at this point there is a width 
of 100 feet and a depth of 50 feet of 
water. Farther down the shore of 
this lake Andy Russell and some 
other stockme. built a stone corral 
some fifteen years ago. If Andy 
would like to see the foundation of 
that structure be could only do so 
by taking a twenty-foot dive. I 


that the surface of these bodies of 
water change about every quarter 
of a century; that the water ju Mud 
Lake rises to a certain limit and 
then lowers, while the water in 
Pyramid rises, etc. I cannot vouch 
for the truth of this statement, but I 
will endeavor to learn the facts on 
my next visit to the reservation.
